CHICAGO—A Michigan dentist 
demonstrated today an operation 
which makes It possible to re 
move an abscessed tooth, treat It 
and replant H. 

Dr. C. W Messingrr. Hough- 
Ion. Mich . explained the process 
with X rays and chans al the 75th 
annual midwinter meeting of the 
Chicago Denial Society. He said 
he has replanted 75 such teeth, 
which, hr said, should last from 
five to eight or ten years. 

In his operation hr first X rays 
the tooth, extracts it. then tresis 
any' shares* In the jaw. If there 
is no cavity In the tooth, he dnlls 
a hole into the root canal, re 
moves the root tissue and, after 
thoroughly sterilizing the tooth, 
replaces the root tissue with 
gutta percha Then hr fills the 
root end of Ihe tooth with a silver 
filling and ihe surface end with 
a porcelain filling Hr reslrnlue* 
Ihe tooth, presses it back Into the 
cavity In Ihe Jaw and seta It In 
place with a gold splint. The 
splint is worn for about a month 
to give the gum and tissue time to 
grow around the tooth.
